BRIEFLY TOLD 


The Shantung agreement negotiated 
with China at the Washington confer- 
ence has been ratified by Japan. 

Thomas Draper, Petrolea, Ont., has 
leased 1,920 acres of tar sand property 
in Alberta from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The Polish Diet has enacted a law 
requiring an annual vacation of two 
weeks with pay for all industrial 
workers, 

The police commission has refused 
to revoke the order for the strict en- 
forcement of the Lord’s Day Act in 
Victoria. 

A special despatch from Moscow an+ 
nounces the appointment of Leonik 
Krassin, Russian Bolshevik represen- 
tative in London, as Soviet ambassa- 
dor to Germany. 


Part of early Nelson, B.C., disap- 
peared in flames when the old Nelson 
House and two adjoining frame build- 
ings were wiped out, and two others 
were damaged at a total loss of 
$20,000. 


The ambassadors council has order- 
ed the Bulgarian Government to pro- 
ceed immediately with the disarma- 
ment of the Wrangel troops on Bul- 
garian territory and the dissolution of 
their military organizations. 


Italy has agreed to restore to Ger- 
many for 800,000 lire all German prop- 
erty in Italy, seized during the war 
except some which has already been 
converted for public utility, says a 
despatch to the London Times from 
Rome. 


It is anonunced that from April, 
1921, to March 31, 1922, £3,680,000 
has been collected under the German

The first Jewish municipal bond is- 
sue in history, amounting to £80,000, 
has been authorized by the Palestine 
Government for the township of Tel- 
Avist, the self-contained Jewish muni- 
cipality near Jaffa. The obligations 
are secured by taxation, the bonds be- 
ing issued at 6 per cent., repayable in 
20 years. 

The Church of Scotland Assembly 
passed a resolution to the effect that 
while appreciating the services of the 
Anglican bishops who sit in the House 
of Lords, a wider representation of 
Christian views was necessary and 
the Church of Scotland and other 
churches ought to be represented in 
the reformed second chamber.

in the times when the town was prosperous, to 
make up for the taxes which are not now paid 
by the merchants, bankers, manufacturers and the 
big property owners who bore the heaviest burdens 
of taxation when times were good. 

The farmers in the country surrounding the town 
are also among the heaviest suffers from the ebbing 
of the town’s prosperty. A certain amount of 
money must be raised by taxation to provide for 
the expences of the municipality. Roads must be 
built and kept in repair. Bridges must be built and 
maintained. In municipalities which contain one 
or more thriving towns, a large proportion of the 
taxes for the county are paid by the towns, The 
greater the wealth of the towns and-the higher the 
entire municipality. When the tax levy is low the 
property valuations, the lower thetax levy for the 
burden placed on the farmer is light. 

BURDEN FALLS ON TH} FARMER 

When the municipality contains no prosperous 
towns, the greatest part of the burden of taxation 
for the municipality falls on the farmer. The val- 
ue of the property in the town and the higher tax 
levy that results from the lower property values in 
the towns makes his taxes higher. The farmer 
forgets at times that he is vitally interested in the 
prosperity of “his town”. He thinks that it is up 
to the town to take care of iself and that it is up to 
him to take care of himself, andhe over looks tha 
fact that the prosperity of the town means much to 
him as it does to those who live in it. The farmer 
who is inclined to overlook this fact has only to think 
of the matter of taxes and he is likely to change his 
point of view, for taxes are one thing that neither he 
nor anyone else can escape, and they are one thing 
in which the farmer /ordinarily takes a very lively 
interest.
